GOVERNMENT  NURSERIES 
NEXT?  Most  of  us  have  al¬ 
ways  been  under  the  impression 
that  the  parents  and  their  elected 
representatives  on  the  local 
school  board  were  the  ones  who 
decided  at  what  age  young  chil¬ 
dren  should  start  school.  Not 
so,  according  to  a  recent  re¬ 
port  of  an  education  commis¬ 
sion  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association  and 
the  American  Association  of 
School  Administrators.  The 
commission  would  like  to  take 
this  right  away  from  the  parents 
and  school  boards.  It  is  now 
asking  for  Federal  legislation 
to  make  it  compulsory  for  chil¬ 
dren  4  and  5  years  old  to  attend 
school. 

The  report,  entitled  “Univ¬ 
ersal  Opportunity  for  Early 
Childhood  Education”,  finds  the 
poor  are  not  the  only  ones  “dis¬ 
advantaged”  by  being  allowed  to 
play  in  their  own  neighborhoods 
until  they  are  6  years  old,  but 
the  “pampered  also  are  disad¬ 
vantaged;  so  are  those  whose 
parents  are  obsessed  with  the 
need  to  impress  and  achieve... 
those  whose  parents  show  them 
little  love... those  who  have  little 
chance  to  play  with  other  chil¬ 
dren...”  and  so  on. 

In  asking  a  change  in  the 
school  entrance  age,  the  com¬ 
mission  says:  “If  such  educa¬ 
tion  were  universalized,  most 
children  would  reach  6  years  of 
age  with  a  level  of  development 
strikingly  different  from  that 
which  they  bring  to  school  today.” 
No  doubt  about  it!  All  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  home  and  family 
would  be  neutralized  and  the 
youngsters  would  be  brainwashed 
into  accepting  the  State  as  the 
source  of  all  their  benefits  and 
the  supplier  of  their  needs.

On  the  other  hand,  we  have  a  teacher  who  is  also  football 
coach  and  athletic  director,  who  was  hired  by  the  majority  of 
this  board.  He  has  been  in  our  system  five  years  and  is  on 
a  ten  month  contract.  And  we  have  a  School  Board  Secretary 
who  is  on  a  12  month  contract. 


Here  are  the  amounts  they  earn  in  our  school  system: 

School  Superintendent . $13,500. 

School  Board  Secretary .  n  700. 

Athletic  Director .  n  400. 

High  School  Principal  . .  10,850. 

We  are  not  implying  the  Athletic  Director  does  not  deserve 
his  salary  of  $11,400.00.  We  agree  he  has  done  a  good  job 
We,  too,  enjoy  the  games  and  the  fine  playing  we  have  see 
on  the  athletic  field,  and  hope  it  continues.  And  we  are  not 
implying  the  School  Board  Secretary  doesn't  deserve  and  earn 
his  salary.

WORD  OF  THE  LORD  TEACH¬ 
INGS  11  Thess.  3:1  “What  Hap¬ 
pens  to  my  Sins7” 

When  in  all  sincerity  you  make 
confession  of  your  sins  to  Al¬ 
mighty  God,  thru  Jesus  Christ, 
and  you  experience  the  forgive¬ 
ness  of  your  sins;  what  actually 
happens  to  those  sins?  That  the 
sins  are  real  you  have  no  doubt 
because  your  conscience  made 
you  acutely  aware  of  them.  A- 
ware,  of  them  to  the  extent  that 
you  just  had  to  confess  them  to 
God  and  seek  His  forgiveness. 
Assuming  that  you  did  sense  that 
forgiveness  thru  faith  in  the  fin¬ 
ished  work  of  Christ  on  the  cross, 
what  has  happened  to  these  very 
real  sins  you  confessed? 

Psalm  51  tells  us  that  our  sins 
are  blotted  out  when  God  for¬ 
gives  us:  “blot  out  my  trans¬ 
gressions”.  Have  you  ever  used 
a  blotter  on  a  glob  of  ink?  Re¬ 
member  how  it  absorbs  most  of 
it  and  makes  it  disappear?  Yet 
sometimes  there  is  just  a  faintly 
visible  spot  where  the  ink  blot 
was;  so  something  else  has  to 
happen  to  rid  us  of  It  more  com¬ 
pletely.  In  forgiving  us,  God  al¬ 
so  washes  and  cleanses  us  com¬ 
pletely  from  our  iniquities  and 
sins.  lie  washes  us  In  the  shed 
blood  of  Christ  on  Calvary’s 
hUl.  This  washing  cleanses  us 
completely.  (Psalm  51:2)  Thru 
Psalm  51  we  also  note  that  God 
not  only  washes  and  cleanses  us; 
He  also  Durgfis  us  from  our  sins 
with  the  result  that  we  come  out 
clean  and  whiter  than  snow!-  Now 
we  are  told  that  our  sins  are 
hidden  from  God.  He  can’t  even 
see  them  anvmore!  CPsalm  51:9) 
Praise  God  for  His  Grace  of  For¬ 
giveness  which  so  wonderfuUy 
and  so  completely  obUterates  all 
of  our  transgressions,  sins  and 
iniquities!  So  much  so  that  they 
are  separated  from  us  as  far  as 
the  West  is  from  the  East.  How¬ 
ever,  we  would  be  at  fault  if  we 
did  not  also  consider  the  plea  the 
Psalmist  makes  in  verse  14:  a 
plea  for  deliverance.  Let  us  not 
only  ask  for  deliverance  from 
the  guUt,  but  also  for  power  to 
deUver  us  from  repeating  the 
sins  we  have  committed,  and 
have  been  forgiven  for.  Sins 
which  originally  naUed  our  Sa¬ 
viour  to  the  Cross;  so  making 
us  as  guilty  as  they;  for  we  too 
have  so  sinned. 

Now  you  know  what  happens  to 
sins  forgiven.  Are  yours  for¬ 
given?

WORD  OF  THE  LORD  TEACH¬ 
INGS  U  Thess.  3:1  “What  Hap¬ 
pens  to  my  Sins?” 

When  In  aU  sincerity  you  make 
confession  of  your  sins  to  Al¬ 
mighty  God,  thru  Jesus  Christ, 
and  you  experience  the  forgive¬ 
ness  of  your  sins;  what  actually 
happens  to  those  sins?  That  the 
sins  are  real  you  have  no  doubt 
because  your  conscience  made 
you  acutely  aware  of  them.  A- 
ware,  of  them  to  the  extent  that 
you  just  had  to  confess  them  to 
God  and  seek  His  forgiveness. 
Assuming  that  you  did  sense  that 
forgiveness  thru  faith  In  the  fin¬ 
ished  work  ofChristonthecross, 
what  has  happened  to  these  very 
real  sins  you  confessed? 

Psalm  51  teUs  us  that  our  sins 
are  blotted  out  when  God  for¬ 
gives  us:  “blot  out  my  trans¬ 
gressions”.  Have  you  ever  used 
a  blotter  on  a  glob  of  Ink?  Re¬ 
member  how  It  absorbs  most  of 
It  and  makes  it  disappear?  Yet 
sometimes  there  Is  just  a  faintly 
visible  spot  where  the  Ink  blot 
was;  so  something  else  has  to 
happen  to  rid  us  of  It  more  com¬ 
pletely.  In  forgiving  us,  God  al¬ 
so  washes  and  cleanses  us  com¬ 
pletely  from  our  iniquities  and 
sins.  He  washes  us  in  the  shed 
blood  of  Christ  on  Calvary’s 
hUl.  This  washing  cleanses  us 
completely.  (Psalm  51:2)  Thru 
Psalm  51  we  also  note  that  God 
not  only  washes  and  cleanses  us; 
He  also  Durees  us  from  our  sins 
with  the  result  that  we  come  out 
clean  and  whiter  than  snow!-  Now 
we  are  told  that  our  sins  are 
hidden  from  God.  He  can’t  even 
see  them  anvmore!  (Psalm  51:9) 
Praise  God  for  His  Grace  of  For¬ 
giveness  which  so  wonderfuUy 
and  so  completely  obUterates  all 
of  our  transgressions,  sins  and 
iniquities!  So  much  so  that  they 
are  separated  from  us  as  far  as 
the  West  is  from  the  East.  How¬ 
ever,  we  would  be  at  fault  if  we 
did  not  also  consider  the  plea  the 
Psalmist  makes  in  verse  14:  a 
plea  for  deliverance.  Let  us  not 
only  ask  for  deliverance  from 
the  guUt,  but  also  for  power  to 
deliver  us  from  repeating  the 
sins  we  have  committed,  and 
have  been  forgiven  for.  Sins 
which  originally  nailed  our  Sa¬ 
viour  to  the  Cross;  so  making 
us  as  guilty  as  they;  for  we  too 
have  so  sinned. 

Now  you  know  what  happens  to 
sins  forgiven.  Are  yours  for¬ 
given?

THE  ?  MARK  POSES  SOME  QUESTIONS...

If  you  are  a  resident  of  East  Paterson  and  I  were  to  mention 
“Corridor  of  Champions’*  you  would  probably  ask  the  same  questions 
several  coaches,  teachers,  and  students  asked. 

First  of  all  what  is  the  “Corridor  of  Champions’*?  What  is  the 
basis  for  choosing  the  selections?  Who  does  the  choosing?  Why  has 
so  little  been  said  about  it  that  one  boy  didn’t  even  know  where  the 
plaque  was  hanging? 

As  I  interpret  it,  the  “Corridor  of  Champions’’ will  be  for  champ¬ 
ions  of  the  entire  school;  people  who  have  completed  either  academ¬ 
ically  or/and  athletically  and  have  won  outstanding  recognition  for 
their  accomplishments.  Yet,  I  have  been  told  that  the  valedictorians 
of  each  class  will  not  be  selected  because  they  have  not  really 
competed  with  anyone.  If  finishing  number  one  out  of  300  or  so 
students  isn’t  considered  competition,  by  anyone  who  feels  this  way, 
I  would  venture  to  say  he  did  not  finish  in  the  top  10%  of  his  class. 

WHAT  HAPPENED  TO  THE  CHAMPION  ATHLETES? 

Neither  sports  nor  music  is  anymore  academic  than  the  other,  so 
I  cannot  see  how  three  Band  Pageant  commandants  were  chosen  over 
so  many  outstanding  athletes.  I’m  not  saying  the  drum  majors  don’t 
deserve  the  honor,  but  if  three  of  them  can  be  chosen  certainly 
three  athletes  should  have  been  selected. _ 

How  isTJeing  band  commandant  any  more  important  than  what  Jimmy 
Leestma  accomplished  as  one  of  the  greatest  basketball  players 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  He  holds  almost  every  Crusader  scoring 
record;  was  the  area’s  leading  scorer;  and  was  named  All-Area, 
All-P.V.C.,  All-Bergen  County,  and  second  team  All -State.  Now,

tell  me  that  doesn’t  deserve  recognition  as  one  of  our  top  10 
“Champions.”  And  there  are  many  athletes  as  well  as  non-athletes, 
who  deserve  immediate  consideration.  Being  as  lam, concerned  with 
sports  primarily  in  this  column,  I  can  only  take  the  space  to  name 
some  of  the  athletes  and  not  academic  deservees,  such  as;  Jeff 
Young,  Ron  Stica,  Bill  Librera,  Dave  Dancsisen,  Chuck  Ciolino, 
Chuck  DeVleigher,  Jim  Greutart,  Mark  Sherwin,  and  a  number  of 
others. 

Another  thing  that  bothefed  me  was  the  fact  that  so  many  people 
were  chosen  who  are  members  of  later  graduating  classes.  The  initial 
nine  individuals  (one  was  honored  twice)  should  have  come  from  the 
first  few  classes.  The  fact  that  six  of  the  first  nine  were  chosen 
from  the  classes  of  ‘65,  ‘66,  and  ‘69  and  the  fact  that  four  were 
honored  for  band  participation  makes  me  wonder  about  who  Is  doing 
the  selecting. 

A  SUGGESTION  OR  TWO... 

I’d  like  to  make  a  suggestion  here.  It  would  be  much  to  the  advantage 
of  the  “Corridor  of  Champions”  if  the  people  of  East  Paterson  knew 
who  was  doing  the  selecting,  fiist  of  all  (so  that  suggestions  and 
information  could  be  submitted  to  these  people),  and  if  at  least  one 
member  of  each  graduating  class  were  invited  to  join  in  the  selecting. 
Often  these  people  will  remember  more  about  classmates  accomplish¬ 
ments  than  the  group  of  adults  who  may  only  remember  what  is 
occurring  in  the  immediate  year  or  years.  Most  of  the  adults  will  not 
remember  the  achievements  of  the  class  of  ‘61  as  well  as  a  former 
member  of  that  class.  Someone  might  say,  “Well,  won’t  the  kids 
tend  to  be  a  little  prejudice?”  First  of  all,  most  of  the  members  of 
the  classes  of  ‘60,  ‘61,  ‘62,  ‘63,  and  ‘64  are  over  twenty  and  are  no 

longer  “kids’  .  Second, _ .FOUR  BAND  MEMBERS... .shows  that 

everyone  is  human!  These  former  students  should  be  volunteers  not 
entirely  selected  by  the  members  of  the  committee,  for  they  may  tend 
to  be  a  little  “selective.” 

One  final  suggestion. ...why  not  honor  some  of  our  coaches  and 
teachers  who  have  done  some  exceptional  things  for  our  school,  like; 
Coach  Karl,  Coach  Dandy,  Coach  Deluca,  Mrs.  Nanfeldt,  Mr.  Di 
Gerolimo,  Mr.  Romanchak,  and  many  others.  Just  as  managers, 
coaches,  and  executives  are  chosen  for  sports  Hall  of  Fames, 
these  people  are  deserving  of  this  same  recognition. 

The  “Corridor  of  Champions”  is  a  wonderful  idea  and  I  hope  the 
people  who  are  responsible  for  it,  won’t  ruin  it  by  keeping  it  a  secret, 
refusing  suggestions,  or  failing  to  get  the  right  people  to  help  out. 
In  fact  they’ve  got  one  volunteer  right  here  if  they  want  him. 
Unfortunately,  though  they’ll  have  to  come  to  me... .for,  I  and  East 
Paterson  cannot  go  to  them...  .We  don’t  know  who  they  are!

The  New  Jersey  Legislature 
has  dealt  the  good  citizens  of 
this  state  a  blow  of  such  great 
proportions,  that  repercussions 
will  continue  to  be  felt  even 
years  from  now.

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I  wish  to  reaffirm  the  truth  of  ny  remarks  oonoeming  the 
Garfield  Water  Works  property.  ffy  statements  were  made  at  a 
publio  meeting  of  the  Borough  Counoil  on  Tuesday,  June  7th. 

Regarding  the  news  release  In  whioh  Garfield  Mayor  Vlnoent 
Rigolosi  states  "Goodwin  was  wrong"  and  no  figures  were  dis¬ 
cussed,  I  would  like  to  say  the  reply  was  nothing  more  than  I 
would  expeot.  Mayor  St.  George's  remark  that  he  was  annoyed 
"beoauae  Goodwin  Is  sabotoging  the  deal"  speaks  for  Itself. 
Certainly  It  needs  no  explanation.  It  dearly  shows  that  pre- 
arrangement  and  oontaots  had  been  made  previous  to  this  par¬ 
ticular  meeting. 

At  the  meeting  In  question,held  at  Garfield,  Mayor  Rigolosi 
was  designated  as  the  lone  spokesman  for  his  oounoil  and  May¬ 
or  St. George  was  speaking  for  his  oounoil  majority.  But  Coun¬ 
oilman  Larry  Pulzone  and  nyself  spoke  for  ourselves.  Also 
present  was  our  auditor,  Les  Sheredy,  to  vouch  for  our  finan¬ 
cial  stability,  borrowing  oapaoity,  eto. 

There  was  no  dlsoussion  on  water  rates  as  the  prime  topic 
was  the  proposed  sale  and  uurohase  of  the  GarfieldWater  Works 
and  its  45  acres.  All  the  talking  was  done  by  Mayor  Rigolosi 
for  Garfield  and  Mayor  St.  George,  with  frequent  questioning 
by  nyself,  looking  for  answers  to  Important  questions.  By 
asking  these  pertinent  questions  the  Mayor  said  I  was  "sabo¬ 
toging  the  deal."  Or  was  I  representing  my  comraunily,  as  I 
was  eleoted  to  do? 

Upon  questioning  Mayor  Rigolosi  as  to  the  value  of  the  land 
Involved,  he  dearly  stated  ho  felt  lx  was  worth  $50,000  per 
aore  (at  his  figure, It  would  plaoe  the  .lace  value  of  45  acres 
at  $2,225,000.)  Also,  he  would  demand  $500,000  down  payment 
with  the  option  of  purchasing  the  bonds  to  pay  off  the  bal¬ 
ance. 

At  this  point,  I  questioned  the  Garfield  Mayor,  asking  him 
how  he  oould  come  up  with  suoh  a  fantastlo  figure  as  $50,000 
per  aore  when  the  assessed  valuation  of  this  water  works  pro¬ 
perty  at  present  is  about  $875,000. 

Other  questions  suoh  as  how  much  In  taxes  Garfield  has  paid 
over  the  years  of  ownership,  were  asked.  About  the  bond  pur¬ 
chase  proposed  by  Mayor  Rigolosi,  he  was  informed  by  Mayor 
St.  George,  Councilman  Pulzone  and  myself,  that  such  a  propo¬ 
sal  would  have  to  be  submitted  to  bidding,  a  faot  our  borough 
auditor  substantiated. 

I  might  ad.....sinoe  ny  statements  were  issued  at  a  RTBLIC 
COTJNCIL  MEETING  wherein  no  reply  was  given  In  rebuttal,  th< 
facts  as  I  stated  them  are  truthful  in  every  respect.  I  have 
no  reason  to  distort  faots,  and  since  ny  statements  reoeived 
no  denial,  only  silence,  at  the  publio  oounoil  meeting.  I  can 
only  repeat  it  is  ny  word  against  both  Mayors. 

A  man  whom  I  respeot,  ny  fellow  Couno liman  Larry  Pulzone, 
who  was  present  at  this  Garfield  meeting  at  which  time  Mayor 
Rigolosi  made  these  statements,  will  assuredly  back  up  ny 
truthful  statements  and  substantiate  the  validity  of  ny  state 
ments . 

Mr.  Pulzone  is  not  obligated  to  defend  me,  but  I  oommend 
him  for  taking  an  honest  approach  to  this  matter  and  all  mat¬ 
ters.  Councilman  Pulzone' s  backing  up  ny  statement  is  putting 
honesty  before  politics  and  I  thank  him  for  his  sincerity. 

This  is  ny  reply  to  conflicting  statements  of  Mayor  St. Geo¬ 
rge  and  Mayor  Rigolosi  and  as  a  parting  note,  even  with  suoh 
a  low  assessment  valuation  of  $875,000  an  appeal  was  filed 
and  denied  to  the  City  of  Garfield  for  a  lower  assessment  on 
this  45  acres  of  water  works  Droperty. 

I  will  not  even  deign  to  reply  to  our  Mayor’s  undignified 
remarks  made  to  the  press  about  "Jealousy"  and  "babbling."  I 
consider  it  beneath  ny  dignity. ....but  I  wonder  why  the  Mayor 
made  these  remarks  to  the  press  rather  than  at  the  publio 
meeting  where  he  could  have  direoted  them  to  me?
